- Rewald responded, saying he still 
wanted a Law Alumni Association 
card, according to testimony. 

The outcome of the series of letters 
was that Rewald did not get a Law 
Alumni Association card but that his 
name ended up on two alumni asso- 
ciation membership lists. Anyone 
contacting the alumni associations 
might have assumed that Rewald had 
graduated from the law school. 

Rewald never attended Marquette 
or its law school, but he displayed

MU diplomas, first In his Milwaukee 
sporting goods business office and 
later in the Honolulu offices of Bish- 
op, Baldwin. Rewald, Dillingham A 
Wong, according to testimony. 

He at times claimed to be a gradu- 
ate of the MU business school and the 
MU law school and even told the CIA 
that he held a doctoral degree from 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, according to testimony. 

Rewald actually attended what Is 
now the Milwaukee Area Technical 
College, according to testimony. 

Anthony Tortorella, associate reg- 
istrar at MU, testified Tuesday that 
two of Rewald’s fake diplomas ap- 
parently had been copied from MU 
diplomas from the early 1960s. A 
third diploma apparently was copied 
from a diploma Issued in the 1940s or 
19S0s, he testified. 
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
